I FINE OLD MEMORIAL TOWER 


.•On Town Bridge at Mllford, Conn,, It 
I 
Recordi the Colonial History 


of the Place. 


' Tho town bridge at Mllford, Conn., 
Is a unique memorial of tho colonial 
history of the placo. Mllford was first 
nettled by colonists from tho old Eng- 
lish town of the same name, and tho 
bridge, which was built to celebrate 
the town birthday, Is an exact replica 
of an ancient one In the Mllford over 
the sea. Every stone In the round 
tower Is a memorial to some historic 
Mllfordlte. Over the massive door Is 
the sculptured head of an Indian, sup- 
posed to be Ansantawae, the chief 
who sold the town site to the col- 
lonlsts In 1G3S). The knocker on the 
tower door once belonged to ths 
old house where .George Whitfleld 
preached in 1771 
The doorstep is 


from tho mansion of Robert Treat, 
governor of the colony of Connectl-
